Attached  is  a very  slightly  updated 
version  setup  with  Custom  Tasks  for  the  Approval  tables  which 
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also  includes  the  EDD  import  capability.  The  Scribe  template  to  use  when 
importing  approved  data  is  also  included. 


Also,  we  renamed  the  Site_No  field  to  Project_Site_No.  This  is  to  work  around 
Scribe's  use  of  the  Site_No  field  to  maintain  the  "site  #"  for  the  Scribe  project  itself 
(the  import  will  not  update  a field  called  site_no).  For  EDD  imports,  we  can  import 
into  the  Project_Site_No  field  the  value  for  the  field  project's  site_no  and  then  use 
that  field  to  JOIN  back  to  the  LabResults  table  to  get  the  Approved  datasets.
